GENERAL INFORMATION 


LOCATION—The show and sale will be held at the Maryville Auction 
Co. Sale Barn on Highway 71, South part of Maryville, Missouri, on Mon- 
day, March 28, 1966. 


TERMS—The terms of the sale are cash unless other arrangements 
are made in advance with the consignors from whom you purchase. Set- 
tlements are to be made with the clerk of the sale immediately at the 
conclusion of the auction. All stock will be at buyer’s risk as soon as bid 
off. 


GUARANTEE—AIl cattle sold are tested for tuberculosis within thirty 
days of sale and are vaccinated or tested for Bangs, and a health certifi- 
cate will be furnished. 


Bulls are guaranteed breeders if properly cared for and not allowed 
to serve under fourteen months old or allowed to run with the herd under 
two years old. All cows with calves at foot are considered breeders and 
heifers over sixteen months of age at the time of the sale are guaranteed 
breeders. Heifers are not to be served by a heavy or old bull. 


If any bull or female as above specified fails to breed, it may be re- 
turned to seller if in as good condition as when sold, and if after testing 
in the seller’s herd it proves to be a non-breeder, it may be replaced or 
the purchase price refunded. Neither buyer nor seller is to make any 
charges for feed or care, and transportation charges are to be born by the 
purchaser.
